stick leback , the males while lighting 
swim rou nd one another, biting and 
endeavoring 
to pierce each

mailed sk in with their raised lateral 
spines or lances. 
Small as they are, 
their bite in very severe, and inflicts a 
deadly wou nd u pon their antagonist; 
au d Mr. Noel Hu mphreys remark s that 
they u se their lateral spines with fierce 
effect, so that he has seen ono bravo 
stick leback du ring a stou t bafctlo rip u p 
his opponent from end to end, till tho 
vanqu ished hero sank to the bottom and 
died inglorionslv.

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Hl A RUSSIAN PRISON. 


T h e T e r r ib le E n perlrnre!* o f ^ f{efln e< ! W o ­ 
m a n w ith G o v e r n m e n t It o ff] an*. 
Mmc. C 
, nee Ko uto nzo ff, was 
fou nd gu ilty of opening a school for 
peasants’ children independently of tho 
ministry of pu blic instru ctions, says 
Prince Krapotk ine in his “Ru ssian and 
French Prisons.’* 
As her crime was 
not penal, and as, moreover, she was 
married to a foreigner, Gen. Gou rk o 
merely ordered her to be sent over the 
frontier. 
This is how she describes her 
jou rney from S t Petersbu rg to P ru ssia 
I shall give extracts from her narrative 
withou t comment, even to the minu test 
detail, is absolu tely u nimpeachable: 
“I was sent to W ilnowith fifty prison­ 
ers—men and women. 
From the rail­ 
way station wo were tak en to the town 
prison au d k ept there for two hou rs, 
late at night, in an open yard u nder a 
drenching rain. At last we were pu shed 
into a dark corridor and 
cou nted. 
After many oaths and mu ch fou l lan­ 
gu age the fire wno lighted, and I fou nd 
myself in a spaciou s room in which it was 
impossible to tak o a stop in any direc­ 
tion withou t treading on tlie women 
who were sleeping on the tloor. 
Two 
women who occu pied a bed took pity 
on me and invited me to share it with 
them. 
“XVhon I awok e next morning I was 
still su ffering from tlie scenes of tho 
day before, bu t the female prisoners 
—assassins and thieves—were so k ind 
me that by and by 1 grow calm. 
Next night we were ‘tu rned ou t’ from 
tho prison and para led in tlie var 1 for 
a start, u nder a heavy rain. 
I do r.ot 
k now how I happened to escape tho 
fists of the jailers, as tlie prisoners did 
not u nderstand the evolu tion and per­ 
formed them u nder a storm of blows 
and cu rses; those who protested—say­ 
ing that they ou ght not to bo beaten— 
were pu t in irons and sent so to the 
train, in tho teeth of tho law, which 
savs that in the cellu lar 
prisoner shall bo chained. 
Kovno, wo silent the whole 
ing from one police station to another. 
In the evening we wore tak en to tlie 
prison for women. 
Here I spent a 
week among mu rderesses, thieves, and 
women arrested 
by mistak e. 
Mis­ 
fortu ne u nites the 
u nfortu nate and 
everybody 
tried to 
mak e life more 
tolerable for the rest; all wero very 
k ind to me and did their best to c m- 
solo me. 
On the previou s day I had 
eaten nothing, for tho day the prisoners 
are brou ght to the prison they receive 
no food; so I faint id from hu ng r, and 
tlie prisoners gave me of their bread 
and we re as k ind as they cou ld Vo. 
The female inspector, however, was on 
du ty; she was shou ting ou t su ch shame­ 
less oaths as few dru nk en men wou ld 
u se. 
“After a week ’s stay in Kovno I was 
sent bn foot to the next town. 
After 
three day’s march we came to Mariam- 
pol. 
My feet were wou nded and my 
stock ings fu ll of b!o d. 
The soldiers 
advised me to ask for a car, b u tI pre­ 
ferred physical su ffering to tlie continu ­ 
ou s cu rsing and fou l langu age of tlie 
chiefs. 
All the same they took me be­ 
fore their commander, and ho rem ark ed 
that I had walk ed three days and so 
cou ld walk a fou rth. 
XVo came next 
day toXVolk owsk , from whence we were 
to be sent on to Pru ssia. 
I and live 
others were pu t provisionally in the 
depot 
Tlio women’s departm ent was 
in ru ins, so we were tak en to the men’s. 
“I did not k now* what to do, as tin re 
was no place to sit down, except on the 
dreadfu lly filthy floor. 
There was even 
no straw, and the stench on the il >or 
set mo vomiting instantly. 
Here I

It is easy to imagine tln ir 
condition after a seven m onths’ stay in 
this sewer withou t a change of linen. 
They advised me to give the jailer 
money, a.s lie wou ld then send me on to 
Pru ssia immediately. 
Bu t 1 had be u 
six week s on the way already and my 
letter had not reached my people. 
At 
last the soldier allowed mo to go to the 
postoffice w'ith his wife, and I sent a 
registered letter to St. P etersbu rg.’’ 
Madam C 
has influ ential k inslo.k 
in the capital, and in a few days the 
Governor General telegraphed for her 
to be sent on instantly to Pru ssia. “My 
papers (she 
says) 
wero discovered 
immediately, and 
I 
was 
sent 
to 
Evdtk u nen and set at liberty.”

DANGER BRAVELY FACED. 


COOLNESS

Queensto wn, Aug. 20. —On the ev ening o f 
Aug. 11 fire was disco v ered in the ho ld o f the 
Steamship CMy o f Mo ntreal, fiv e <laj s o ut 
fro m New Yo rk fo r this po rt, and in a few 
ho urs the v essel n o s to tally destro yed. 
She 
had o n bo ard 430 passengers and was lo aded 
principally with co tto n. 
She was an iro n 
Screw steamer, 432 feet lo ng, 44 fo o t U*ain 
and BO feet depth o f ho ld, and had nine bulk­ 
heads. So me uneasiness had been felt fo r her 
safety here, as she was fo ur days o v erdue 
when the news o f her destructio n was re­ 
ceiv ed. 
The fire o riginated in the co tto n sto red in 
the after main ho ld. 
Nino streams o f water 
were so o n wo rking o n the flames and the 
co urse o f the v essel was shaped to ward New­ 
fo undland, 400 miles distant. 
The flames 
Spread with great rapidity and so o n had burst 
o ut with terrific fo rce thro ugh the midway 
and after liatches, the heat being intense. 
It 
beco ming ev ident that it was ltii|K>ssible to 
sav e the ship, a mo mentary panic ensued. 
The bo ats were eight in number, and co n­ 
sisted o f fo ur lifebo ats and fo ur pinnaces. 
These were launched and sto cked with pro ­ 
v isio ns. 
The flames spread with great fierce­ 
ness and the effo rts to q uench them were 
So o n fo und futile. 
At 8 o ’clo ck in the mo rn­ 
ing the passo ugers were marshaled o n do ck, 
preparato ry to entering tho bo ats. 
Many o f 
tho rn were weeping, but o n the who le they 
were q uiet and o rderly. Tho family gro ups 
presented a sight pitiful to so n as they hud­ 
dled to gether in fear and trembling. 
There 
was a heav y sea running, and it was with 
great difficulty that the bo at* were kept fro m 
being« ma*hed 
Tho crew wo rked splendidly 
and all the passengers wero placed in bo ats 
in a co mparativ ely sho rt time. 
Ho w the 
bo ats flo ated with their lo ads is a miracle. 
As the hist bo at was putting o ff fro m the 
ship sev eral o f the passengers and crew were 
seen aft. 
They had l>oon o v erlo o ked and 
w ere screaming to the bo ats to return. 
They 
were subseq uently brav ely rescued, half dead 
fro m the effects o f tho smo ko and heat 
Tho 
masts o f a ship were seen o n the ho rizo n, 
but ten ho urs elapsed befo re it came near. 
The bo ats so o n scattered, and o ne entirely 
v anished. 
This co ntained two stewards, two 
seamen and sev en passengers, and there is 
but little do ubt that the who le bo at-lo ad per­ 
ished. The bo at did no t co ntain ft full crew, 
and left the City o f Mo ntreal against the eaje 
tain's o rders, as there was ro o m to take many 
mo re in it. 
Tho o ther surv iv o rs co nsider the 
fate o f the o ccupants o f tho lo st bo at as a 
judgment fo r their co wardice. 
A bark was sighted sho rtly ufter the bo ats 
left the steamer and her cro w wo re preparing 
to pick up tho surv iv o rs, when the steamer 
Yo rk City, attracted by tho flames fro m the 
burning v essel, which were sho o ting up a 
hundred feet in th uir, bo re do wn and w ith 
difficulty to o k all hands o n bo ard. 
The rescued peo ple wo re treated with tho 
utmo st kindness by the captain and crew o f 
the Yo rk City, and the passengers speak with 
much feeling o f the co nsideratio n which was 
acco rded to them. 
The Yo rk City pro ceeded 
to Lo ndo n after landing the City ( f Mo n­ 
treal's passengers and crew at 
Q ueen sto w n . 
The surv iv o r« are unanimo us in declaring 
that the o fficers and crew o f the City o f 
Mo ntreal did their duty no bly and skillfully. 
Tho names o f tho se in the missing bo at are*.

Charles lteade, William Franney, 
Patrick Hughes, trimmer; Charles Smith, in­ 
terpreter; Tho mas Wilberfo rce, steward 
In an interv iew CapU F. S. Land, made 
the fo llo wing statement co ncerning the des­ 
tructio n o f his v essel by ilro ; 
“The wind was blo wing mo derately, but 
with increasing v elo city, no rth-no rthwest, 
when the fire was disco v ered at 0:30 p. m. 
When it was fo und to be necessary to aban­ 
do n the ship, the wo men and children were 
put into the bo ats first, and the male pas­ 
sengers and crew fo llo wed thenv . 
The bo ats 
wo re no t manned by their regularly allo tted 
crews, as the men were kept battling with 
the flames until the lo st mo ment. 
But No 8, 
who se crew behav ed in a mo st co wardly 
manner, sailed away fro m the ship as so o n as 
it was manned and filled, in direct defiance 
o f my o rders, and if its o ccujwmts are lo st 
npbo uy but themselv es is to blame. 
It is im­ 
po ssible to besto w to o much praise upo n 
Capt. Bo nn, o f the Yo rk City, who shared 
his o wn pro perty, clo thing, etc., with ev ery­ 
bo dy in need, and surrendered ev ery co mfo rt 
that was his o wn o r that his ship affo rded to 
o thers. The missing bo at has ft go o d chance 
o f being sav ed. She is right in tho truck o f 
eastward and westward bo und v essels. 
Tho 
smo ke and heat almo st ruined tho eyee o f 
myself, tho chief o fficer and sev eral o thers 
belo nging to the ship as well as so me o f tho 
passengers, and we will all l>e purblind fo r 
po me time to co me. 
Tho chief o fficer had to 
be led tc the I » o ats, and suffered terribly. 
He 
was to tally blind fo r two days. 
The crew o f 
the city o f Mo ntreal were co o l, steady and 
o bedient 
Tho passengers and crew lo st 
ev erything except what they wo re. 
Tho 
fire undeniably started in sev eral places 
amo ng the co tto n.” 
The passengers and crew o f tho burned 
steamship presented a pitiable sight when 
they landed hem 
Blackened, blistered and 
Bmo ke-begrimmo d faces were plentiful, and 
many o f the unfo rtunates were scarcely able 
to walk in co nseq uence o f the terrible nerv ­ 
o us sho ck they had sustained. 
The Inman 
co mpany’s agents fo rwarded to their destina­ 
tio ns all o f the passengers who were able o r 
prepared to trav el, and sedulo usly studied 
the co mfo rt o f tho se who wero no t, pro v id­ 
ing them with ample means o f rest and re­ 
cuperatio n. 
A barq ue underto o k to cruise* aro und after 
the steamer Yo rk City had picked up the 
passengers o f the City o f Mo ntreal, and there 
is therefo re reaso n to ho pe that the missing 
bo at may be fo und and its o ccupants rescued. 
The passengers o f the City 
o f Mo ntreal hav e 
presented an address to Capfc. Land thanking 
him fo r their safety and praising his brav e 
co nduct.

Ano ther attempt was made during tho ses­ 
sio n to secure reco gnitio n fo r the So cialists 
by admitting 
dele­ 
gates o f 
that faith 
fro m districts o utside 
o f New 
Yo rk, but 
Chairman McMackin 
declared the mo tio n 
o ut o f o rder. 
There were two re­ 
po rts o n platfo rm. The 
majo rity rejwrt pre­ 
sented the Clarendo n 
hall do cument—with 
a few sligght changes 
—upo n which Henry 
h e n r y o e o r ge . 
Geo rge ran fo r mayo r 
o f No w Yo rk. 
It declares that the po litical 
and eco no mic ills fro m which the co untry is 
suffering are tho result o f the neglect o f tho 
“self-ev ident truth that all men are created 
eq ual,” and as a remedy fo r these ills pro ­ 
po ses the “abo litio n o f the system which co ni- 
l>els men to pay their fello w creatures fo r the 
use o f Go d’s gifts to all,” and permits mo no p­ 
o ly to depriv e labo r o f emplo yment, whereby 
the land is filled with paupers and tramps, 
and the pro ducer made tho slav e o f “tho se 
who gro w rich by his to il.” 
It is further declared that “tho adv antages 
nrrlsing fro m so cial gro wth and impro v e­ 
ment belo n g to so ciety at large.” Therefo re 
the abo litio n is demanded o f tho system that 
makes the railways and telo graplis “a mo ans 
fo r the o ppressio n o f tho peo ple,” and the all­ 
egatio n o f all laws that giv e any adv antage 
to any class o f citizens that are no t eq ually 
shared by o thers. 
The true purpo se o f go v ­ 
ernment is declared to 1» tho giv ing to ev ery 
o ne o ppo rtunity to emplo y his lal» o r to his 
o wn benefit; to present tho stro ng fro m o p­ 
pressing the wo ak, o r tho unscrupulo us fro m 
ro bbing the ho nest, and to perfo rm it* func­ 
tio ns to the eq ual benefit o f all. 
It further declares that United Labo r do es 
no t pro po se that tho state shall co ntro l pro ­ 
ductio n o r distributio n, interfere in any way 
with the labo rer o r capitalist in the use o f 
his labo r o r capital, take po ssessio n o f tho 
land to wo rk o r rent it, o r disturb any man 
in his title; but by “abo lishing all taxes o n in­ 
dustry o r its pro ducts, to leav e to the pro ­ 
ducer the free fruits o f his exertio n, and by 
the taxatio n o f land v alues, exclusiv e o f im­ 
pro v ements, to dev o te to co mtno u use tho se 
v alues which, arising uo t fro m tho exertio n 
o f tho Indiv idual, but fro m the gro wth o f 
so ciety, t>el<mg justly to the co mmunity as a 
who le; tire s a id taxatio n o f land is no t to be 
acco rding to area, but in pro po rtio n to v alue, 
thereby reliev ing the farmer and small o wner 
o f undue burdens and making it impo ssible 
to ho ld land fo r speculatio n. 
While t h u s abo lishing the ho rdes o f o ffice­ 
ho lders who m the present tax system giv es 
emplo yment to , the platfo rm says, thus sim- 
plyfying 
t h e go v ernment, eq ual rights are 
further to be secured by go v ernment o wner­ 
ship o f all agencies in their nature mo no ­ 
po lies. 
This includes municipal o wnership o f 
the water, lighting, and heating systems; 
go v ernment o wnership o f railro ads and tele­ 
graph, r**bil sav ings banks, and go v ernment 
issue o f all mo ney witho ut the interv entio n o f 
banks co ntro lled by priv ate citizens. 
The platfo rm also adv o cates laws regulat­ 
ing the ho urs o f labo r by reducing them, 
co ntro ling tho emplo ymo nt o f children and 
the co mpetitio n o f co nv ict labo r with free 
labo r, inspectio n fo r sanitary purpo ses o f 
tenements, mines and facto ries, and to sto p 
the abuso o f the co nspiracy laws. 
It is also 
desired to simplify judicial pro cedure so as 
to make the i>o o r eq nal to the rich befo re the 
co urts in po int o f ability to pro secute their 
causes. , 
The last paragraph o f the do cument urges 
the ado ptio n o f the Australian metho d o f bal­ 
lo ting, so as to guard effectually the secrecy 
o f the ballo t and by that means prev ent 
bribery and intimidatio n and reliev e candi­ 
dates fo r o ffice fro m the heav y burdens im­ 
po sed upo n them. 
Tho mino rity repo rt, signed by A. R. Lev - 
erso n and J. H. Quinlan, o bjected to the 
abo v e because it bro ught in matters o f sec­ 
o ndary impo rtance upo n which there was 
wide div ergence o f o pinio n and left o ut prin­ 
ciples o f great co nseq uence. 
But the majo r­ 
ity repo rt was almo st unanimo usly ado pted 
witho ut div isio n, and the co nv entio n pro ­ 
ceeded to no minate candidates fo r the state 
ticket. 
Tho principal difference between the plat 
fo rm ado pted and the Clarendo n hall utter 
ance is in the additio n o f that paragraph 
against So cialism in which it is explained 
that the party do es no t pro po se to hav e the 
state co ntro l any business, but simply to 
take fo r public purpo ses the rental v alue im­ 
parted to land by the preseuee and industry 
o f the public, and no t by priv ate exertio ns 
o r industry. 
A number o f reso lutio ns were repo rted by 
the co mmittee o n reso lutio ns as wo rthy o f 
co nsideratio n. 
One calls fo r a natio nal co n­ 
ference o n the labo r q uo stio n, and the o thers 
co ntain demands fo r laljo r legislatio n and 
similar refo rms. 
These were ado pted but a 
reso lutio n to rejieal the bo yco tt laws was 
rejected o> Hn r y Geo rge o ppo sed it o n the 
gro und that the co nv entio n sho uld no t branch 
o ut to o much o n side issues and take actio n 
that might uo t be well co nsidered in the haste 
o f the mo ment 
A reso lutio n o f sympathy 
with Ireland was ado pted. 
Henry Geo rge and Jo hn R. O'Do nnell were 
named fo r state secretary, the fo rmer pro test­ 
ing that he did uo t desire the ho no r, but say­ 
ing that lie was at the serv ice o f the party. 
His no minatio n was insisted upo n and carried 
with a rush and much cheering. 
O’Do nnell 
esco to d Geo rge to the platfo rm amid great 
cheering, and ho made a speech saying that 


he did ho t nish the no minatio n hut if tBe 
party tho ught it wo uld do any go o d fo r him 
to ru t be wo uld do so and help the mo v ement 
alo ng all he co uld. 
Dr. McGlynn made a 
speech suppo rting the no minatio n. Dr. Pente­ 
co st also spo ke. There was tnuch enthusiasm. 
Victo r A. Wilder, o f Bro o me, was no minated 
fo r state co mptro ller by acclamatio n; P. H. 
Cummings, o f Amsterdam, fo r state treas­ 
urer; Dennis Feelfcy, o f Ro chester, fo r at­ 
to rney general, and Sylv anus IL Sweet, o f 
Albany, fo r state engineer. 
A reso lutio n that So cialists wo uld be ad­ 
mitted to the party if they reno unced their 
o wn o rganizatio n was ruled o ut o n a po int o f 
o rder that the platfo rm was the test o f mem­ 
bership. 
A state co mmittee was then ap­ 
po inted, Dr. McGlynn being o ne o f the mem­ 
bers. 
It was reso lv ed that no member o f the 
party co uld be a member o f any o ther party. 
A v o te o f thanks to the press fo r its fair­ 
ness in repo rting the co nv entio n was passed 
with an amendment excluding The New Yo rk 
Times o n acco unt o f its “infamo us lies” abo ut 
the party and its pro ceedings.

spo ciinens

the gro at museum o f tho Smithso nian institu­ 
tio n. 
Later in life Pro fesso r Baird was a 
pro fesso r in Dickinso n co llege. 
On leav ing 
ho me he went to Washingto n to liv e, and 
fro m 1850 had been co nnected with the 
Smithso nian institute. 
Pro fesso r Baird’s wo rk in co nnectio n with 
tho fo o d fishes Is, perhaps, the mo st remarka­ 
ble wo rk o f his life. 
He had, as kno wn by 
ev ery o ne, perfected a metho d o f transpo rt­ 
ing yo ung fish fro m o ne jiart o f tho co untry 
to ano ther, had sto cked the waters o f western 
states with fish nativ e to the east and v ice 
v ersa, transferred fish fro m the Pacific to the 
Atlantic, and co nducted labo rio us researches 
into the habits o f the great fo o d fishes—the 
co d, tho salmo n, and the mackerel—which 
lmv o resulted in their impro v ement in q ual 
ity. 
Indeed, it may be said that Pro fesso r 
Baird’s death is ev ery o ne’s lo ss.

L o.vdox , Aug. ID. — In the house of com­ 
mons Friday evening Balfour announced the 
proclamation by the government of the Irish 
National league under section 0 of the crimes 
act. 
Balfour, in announcing the proclamation of 
the National league, said the government had 
thus taken advantage of the power granted 
by the crimes act to prohibit the workings of 
or to entirely suppress the league. 
Harrington asked whether Balfour was 
aware that nearly all of the branches of the 
league were engaged in registration work; 
whether he knew that the league was the 
only association opposed to the Conserva­ 
tives in that work, whether the proclamation 
was not intended to paralyse the efforts of 
the league to the advantage of the Conserva­ 
tives. 
Balfour said that ho branch of the league 
whose work was confined to registration 
would be interfered with. 
Replying to a question by Sexton, Balfour 
said that until the viceroy of Ireland should 
issue an order regarding the particular dis­ 
trict to be proclaimed, the government’s 
proclamation would not be in force.

» Seal meat as cooked by the natives is 
of a dirty brick-red tint, owing to the 
fact that when killed the seal is simply 
skinned, the blood remaining in the 
carcass, acting as a coloring matter to 
the meat. 
To unaccustomed stomachs 
seal meat is unpalatable, its tasto re­ 
sembling iisli more than flesh, while 
Ifee oily odor is of course prevalent, 
jjfeut if, when newly caught, a seal is 
bled and the flesh allowed to soak for 
a few hours the meat, either fried or 
baked, 
becomes 
palatable. 
When 
frozen there is scarcely any flavor per­ 
ceptible in the meat. 
Ursus A meric an us, or the white 
polar bear, is also a food supplier for 
the Mutes. 
The extent of bruin’s 
travels in the Arctic region is far and 
wide. Observations by Captain Healy, 
of the United States Revenue Marine, 
prove the fact that the polar bear’s 
southern limit of range is S t Matthew 
Island in the llchring Sea. 
I believe 
that a few of these bears were seen a 
some years ago near tho Seal Islands, 
l ’robably the season was a late one, 
and they wero seen upon a large ice 
floe drifting. 
At St. Matthew the 
polar bears have lairs and dens among 
the rocky glens that diversify that isl­ 
and. 
There, it. is presumed, the young 
bears are born, or at least a proportion 
of the cubs. 
The Point Belcher na­ 
tives told me that in December, when 
the sun goes away entirely, the she- 
bears make a suow house out upon the 
tire sea ice and thore give birth to their 
young. 
There is some evidence of the 
truth of this statement, as it is a rare 
thing to obtain the skin of a female 
bear shot during tho winter. The Ursus 
Awericanus feeds upon seal and wal­ 
rus and dead drift whales; although 
disdaining to devour tlie blubber, the 
flesh is greedily consumed. 
A carcass 
upon which a bear has passed his gas­ 
tronomic judgment reveáis tho skin 
ami its fatty lining torn asunder, while 
the flesh is cut up into strips and 
shreds by the powerful claws and teeth. 
One single blow of a bear’s claws 
alighting upon a seals head suffices to 
kill him, and, dragged upon the ice, a 
meal is soon dispatched. 
• 
The largest white bear I ever saw 
was shot in November, 1885. 
His 
measurements were 12 feet 2 inches 
from tip of tail to nose, G feet d inches 
girth, 15 inches across from ear to ear, 
and 7 -inch skull, while the track of his 
paws measured 111 inches. 
Generally 
the average measurement is 8 feet in 
length. 
In summer the lmiry coat of 
the polar bear turns to a dingy yellow, 
and its pelt then becomes useless. 
These bears are arrant cowards, and 
will, not attack any one unless there 
are two or three in oompany. 
As soon 
as they scent a man approaching thev 
run away as fast as they can. 
There 
are but few records of a bear killing 
any native along tho northwestern 
coast 
Tho Mutes aro very partial to 
white-bear meat, but the blubber they 
reject, and even the dogs, unless they 
are very hungry, turn up their noses 
at the oily mass. 
It is almost an im­ 
possibility to obtain an entire skin of 
any kind of bear. Tiie Mutes through­ 
out the territory cut off the head and 
claws, and either throw them into the 
sea or running water or else bury them 
in tho ground. 
This is done to enable 
the hunters to kill moro bears, and the 
idea is that if the other bears see the 
heads or claws of their dead friends 
they will leave the district. 
Brown bears frequent the mountain­ 
ous regions of the arctic coast 
They 
follow the herds of deer in their sum­ 
mer migrations, but are seldom seen in 
the winter, that season being the 
hibernating period. 
Their pelts are 
disposed oí to the traders and whalers.

my that they deserve to be attentively 
studied.—Pro fesso r IV.

The Importance of Forests, 
"With the relatively modern develop­ 
ment of civilization we are coming to 
the third state of the relation of man 
to forests; a stage when ho finds that 
this tree-i-ovoring of the lands is neces­ 
sary for the maintenance of those con­ 
ditions of climate and timber-supplv on 
which the utility of the earth to him 
in good part depends. 
The frontiers­ 
man, that essence of tho practical man, 
is still a slayer of woods, and believes 
that he serves the god of progress bv 
the sacrifice of the forest. 
But, as 
knowledge advances, the thoughtful 
classes become more and more con­ 
cerned as to the conditions of this 
earth during the centuries to come, 
when this swift-advancing ruin of our 
woods shall have been completed. 
Most persons will 
heartily 
agree 
that it is 
our bounden "duty to 
transmit the inheritance which we 
enjoy in the earth unimpaired to the 
generations yet to be. 
It is, unhappi­ 
ly, impossible for us so to manage the 
store of utilities which the earth af­ 
fords that there shall be no diminution 
of the supply for the ages to come. It 
is probable that the supply of coal will 
in good part have disappeared by the 
year ¿3000; and in the fourth millennial 
period of our era, a time less remote in 
the future than the birth of Christ in 
the past, the metals now in use will 
have to be won with great difficulty— 
if obtained at all. 
Still we may trust 
the advance of knowledge and skill to 
compensate for these losses; solar en-

Bea ver Colonies in Norway. 
Two beaver colonies have just been 
discovered at Arniid, near Christiansond, 
Norway. 
On tho hank of a river the 
beavers have made lodges of branches of 
trees, which are held together with clayey 
mud, tho whole resting on logs of wood. 
The entrance, a hole, faces the river, hut 
is below the surface of the water. Round 
the entrance there are numbers of aspen 
and bireh trees, the hark of which has 
served as food for the animals. 
The 
heaver gnaws the tree about two feet 
from the root, and if it finds the hark to 
its taste cuts the tree up in pieces from 
two to three feet in length, which the 
animal then drags or carries down to its 
house—proceedings which are fully de­ 
monstrated by the many “ log runs” in the 
woods along the river hank. 
Observers 
have also noticed another remarkable 
habit of this interesting animal, viz., that 
on arriving by the water side with such a 
load of wood it wall poise the piece on the 
hack of its neck and swim w ith it right 
into the lodge, w*her© the hark is gnawed 
off and stow ed away for winter use. This 
accomplished, it will shoot the log into 
the river. 
The largest trees the animals 
have dealt with in this manner are eleven 
inches in diameter. 
The colonies are 
situated far from human dwellings, where 
people only come in winter during the 
timber felling season.

On th« * 15th of J uly, 1815, Napoleon 
surrendered himself on Ixmrd the British 
man of war Belleropbon.

months of his stay on this vessel we have 
an interesting account in the narrative 
of Capt Maitland, who commanded the 
ship. 
Maitland describes him as 4‘a re­ 
markably strong, well built man, about 
five feet seven inches high, his limbs par­ 
ticularly well formed, with a fine ankle 
and very small foot, of which lie seemed 
rather vain, as he always wore, while on 
board the ship, silk stockings and shoes. 
His liands were also very small, and had 
the plumpness of a woman’s rather than 
the robustness of a man’s. 
Ilis eyes light 
gray, teeth good, and when he smiled 
the expression of his countenance was 
highly pleasing; when under the influ­ 
ence of disappointment, however, it as­ 
sumed a dark, gloomy cast. 
His hair 
was of a very dark brown, nearly ap­ 
proaching black, and, though a little 
thin on the top and front, liad not a gray 
hair among it. 
Ilis complexion was a 
very uncommon one, being of a light, 
sallow colur, differing from any other I 
ever met witlu 
From his having hecome 
corpulent he had lost much of Ids jier- 
sonal activity, and, if we are to give 
credit to those who attended him, a very 
considerable portion of his mental energy 
was also gone.
